He entered Winchester, 
one of lînffland's oldest and most fa- 
mous public BChools. by scholarship. 
Thence he proceeded to New College 
Oxford, jipain h.\ scholarship, and 
fin-shed hip cour.se by takinc: a Pirst 
In the. Classical Schools. It was a 
fine beffinnins' tot a distrjig-aiRhed 
caj^er. AH Sotil'.s Cnilepe Oxford, el- 
ecied him a Fellow in IÇF.'i. and this 
lellowfih'.p he liCid for twelve yetrs. 

Because of his clear thinking and 
power of vigorous and cultured es- 
pres.sion, Dr. Headlam has been in 
demand as a college lectm'&r and tinl. 
ver.sity pitacher. He was lecturer In 
TheoiOEy at Oriel, Queen's and Trinity 
Colleses, Oxford, as also at Trinity 
College, Ca-mbridge. He was appoin- 
ted Bampton Lecturer 1920, when he 
gave to the world tihat franlt and 
chalk nging book: "The Doctrine of 
the Church and Christian Ke-union." 
When fiist deliver'c-d, and afterwards 
' when published, it caused no little 
st'r In his own Communion' and at- 
tracted much attention amone Scho- 
lars and thinkers outside of the Ang- 
lican Church becau.-sc of its broad and 
fearle.ss treatment dI a difficult and 
even t,horny quesfi^on. Qxtord had 
previouslp elected him ur a University 
preaciioi' in 1899-1901. and again In 
1915-17, while Canibridse called him 
to the same high office in 3918-19.

Tht biographies of both Mr. Glad- 
stone and Lord .Salisbury show, wh'le 
both had their preferences and dis- 
likes, how much conscientious tho- 
loughnep.'î was put into 'he making 
of a bishop. Poliucal loyalty was not 
the only or even the first ground of 
appointment. There w-as real concern 
for the good of the church and the 
best service of the .State. Certainly, 
nothing was more worthy of âlr. As- 
quith than ;-.is fearless élévation of 
really strong men to the Bishop's 
Bench. There was no doubt disap- 
pointment, sometimes clamor, among 
various parties in the Church eager 
for increased eijiscopal representa- 
tion, but the nation as a- whole great- 
ly approved the- appointments the 
same good rule has obtained, and men 
have felt that he Bench was honored 
as well as the highest int'^rests of 
the Church and State gc-rved by the 
f-ievation of such leaders of thought 
as Canon Barnes to the Bishopric of 
JiirmlnghEun . and Canon Headlam to 
Gloucester. If thereby much may 
have been los tto scholanship, on« 
can rejoice in the intellectual and 
spiritual quickening that is sur» to 
loliow in these Dioceses.

Another important unit to the buildings devoted to medical 
instruction and research at McGill has been added >N-ith the com- 
pletion of the Pathological Institute at the corner of Pine Avc- 
mie and University Street. The official opening of the af- 
ternoon of Founder's Day, October 6th, vk-ill be attended by a 
îlïttÎDguîshed company, including the Lieutenant-Governor and 
the Prime Minister of the Province, delegates^ftpm various uni- 
^iwtsities, and members of the Board of Governors and tha Pro- 
feworiate., 

The new building, conveniently close to both the Royal Vic- 
É; foria Hospital and the New Medical Building, houses the depart- 
aaent» of pathology and bacteriology and medical jurisprudence. 
|-^i|n»e.new quarters are a marked improvement over the old. They 
if - wnll provide better lighted and more commodious laboratories 
for undergraduate teaching and for staff and post-graduate re- 
search. There is modern apparatus for all the technical details 
connected with the routine pahtological and bacteriological work 
of the Royal Victoria Hospital, as well as the instructional and 
S / research work of the University. 

The Pathological Institute was built from the Centennial En- 
ent Fund, and a subscription of one hundred thousand dol- 
^iii the Royal Victoria Hospital. The Rockefeller Founda- 
donated one million dollars for endowment and equipment 
on condition that the University raise nine hundred thousand dol- 
lars, for the construction of a biological and a {Pathological build- 
ing. The new Biological Building was dedicated two years ago 
on Founder's Day. 

. With the completion of this building programme, together 
%dth the re-organization of the department of Medicine, now un- 
der way, the facilities for the study of the science of medicine fully 
equal those of any university on the continent. Within the last fif- 
teen years three modern buildings have been added — the New 
Medical Building in 1 9 1 2 to replace that destroyed by fire, the 
.^Biological Building, opened two years ago, and now the Pa- 
Slogiairinstitute.

"Take a lesson from the.sd figures 
said the principal for very few realize 
that besides BUirt'ng al McGllI per- 
haps only fifty per cent will finish.' 
Very fomofUhese failures ho said 
were on nccottit of hard luck or un 
fortunately elrcumnlanccs but simply 
because the students didn't use his 
head and work the Speaker said he 
was fh-mly convinced that all other 
thlngrs considered, tliese was no othor 
valid reason. Sir Arthur then said he 
bolie\'e with Carlyle in the perennial 
nobleness of work. 

The profes.sor.s he .>;aid can do 
nothing of more lasting \'aiue, than 
■inspire 'their students of work and 
dig for themselves, and lihat being 
done success is certain. In this in- 
stance he quoted Browning. 

"A little more and how much it 
is 

A little less and what worlds away". 
Sir Arthur then came to his second 
point 'and fully as Important, nn 
intelligent direction of work. He 
mentioned the fact that here were'nt 
many lectures, and tha for every hour 
in class the student in justice to him- 
self and his University was expected 
to spend two hours searching think- 
ing for himself. Lectures he sal.i 
were not patent prepared and sugar- 
coated doses to bo digested and swal- 
lowed, but wore merely guides lo 
aid the student and facilitate his 
own endeavour. 

The principal asked the students not 
to run nwoy with the idea that they 
w,ere in college to remember notes and 
paai»> exams, but to know their sub- 
ject. He recommended this timetable 
S hours sleep, S hours of consistent 
work, and a remaining 8 hours for 
anything else. 

!!i concluding ii'.- hoped and bnllcv- 
cd that every .one jpresont would 
^ave .a really jauocessful year at 
'Old McGill." He said that each in- 
dividuals' success would bo just, ex- 
actly what ho would make It: Sir 
Arthur said there was such a thing 
as academic ohlvalrj'. «'"l it 
was like decency lo have it not par- 
ticularly outstanding but without to 
court disgrace. Ha asked each stud- 
ent to remember that wherever he 
went and whatever ho did, McGlll 
was on trial, and tlmt ho owed it to 
his Alma Mater to make good. Tho 
principal finally said "I know you 
aro proud of McOIll and the asso- 
ciations with It.
